The three-storey former Woolworths building in 
Marine Place, occupying one of the town’s most 
prime trading sites, has stood empty for several 
years and is considered to be a blight on Seaton’s 
commercial centre. 

But tomorrow (Wednesday) a group of volunteers 
will descend on the building with paint pots and 
brushes to give the unkempt building a spruce-up. 

East Devon District Council has agreed to power 
wash the front of the building and to lend the vol¬ 
unteers cones and hi-viz jackets and possibly pro¬ 
vide some paint. 

The idea comes from residents John and Rita 
Buckley, who have been working hard to bring 
about improvements in the town centre by persist¬ 
ently contacting businesses and landlords about the 
state of the premises. 

Mr and Mrs Buckley’s efforts have already led to 
improvements in the past 12 months on a number 
of buildings, including Boots and Lloyds Bank who 
have both repainted their buildings. 

Town councillor Sharon Bruce has been working 
alongside Mr and Mrs Buckley and has been re¬ 
cruiting helpers to assist with the clean up.

The landlord of the Woolworths building has 
agreed for the ground level part of the building to 
be repainted as a community project led by Mr and 
Mrs Buckley. 

They will also allow access to the building 
through local agents Richardson Gill so that local 
community groups can display posters and inter¬ 
pretation boards in the windows.

Persistence pays dividends 



THE decaying frontage of Woolworth’s old shop 
has been a blight on the shopping centre of Seaton 
for too long. 

Woolworth pulled out of this prime trading site 
before the recession started to bite so there’s been 
little hope of finding a new tenant for such big 
premises. Business rates alone are said to be 
£25,000. 

With the appointment of local agents (Richard¬ 
son Gill) there is renewed hope that a new tenant 
may be found, especially as the landlord has 
agreed to free rent providing the business rates are 
covered. 

That they have taken this unusual action is very 
much down to the efforts of John and Rita Buckley, 
comparative newcomers to Seaton who recog¬ 
nised the town was looking a bit tired and decided 
to do something about it. 

Showing great persistence, Mr and Mrs Buckley 
set about trying to get the High Street conglomer¬ 
ates to improve their premises. Lloyds Bank and 
Boots redecorated their buildings, encouraging 
other independent traders to do the same. 

And their sheer determination has spawned a 
refreshing community action which tomorrow 


(Wednesday) will see a group of volunteers turning 
up outside the unkempt frontage of the former 
Woolworths building armed with buckets and 
mops, brushes and paint, to give the eyesore a 
makeover it needs so desperately. 

East Devon District Council are also doing their 
bit by power washing the front of the building. 

There are those, of course, who believe that land¬ 
lords should be forced to keep their premises in 
pristine condition. In an ideal world that would be 
the case and it would seem that most small towns 
suffer greatly through the neglect of premises 
once they stop trading. 

With all other efforts to smarten up Marine Place 
having failed, at least the people of Seaton, led by 
the indefatigable John and Rita Buckley, are trying 
to do something about it. 

I applaud them. 

♦ ON Saturday I went to Whitford Show, 48 years 
after I first covered the village’s annual flower 
show. That was on World Cup Day 1966 and they 
installed a black and white television in the village 
hall. Whitford Show is still going strong, a micro¬ 
cosm of traditional Devon Life at its most charm¬ 
ing.

Nuisance neighbour 
jailed for 15 weeks 

AN AXMINSTER woman, who distressed her neigh¬ 
bours with a string of anti-social behaviour offences, 
has been jailed for 15 weeks. 

Joanna Dyson had appeared in court on several oc¬ 
casions since December last year, following regular 
reports of behaviour that caused “unwanted harass¬ 
ment, alarm and distress” to residents of Second Av¬ 
enue. 

Mrs Dyson, 54, who moved to the area less than a 
year ago, had already been banned from a number of 
local shops due to her behaviour, which began to 
cause problems at the end of last year. 

Police say her imprisonment will “send a message” 
to others in the area who may disturb their neigh¬ 
bours with inappropriate behaviour. 

Axminster Beat Manager PC Simon Rodgers said 
the neighbourhood police team had been working 
for months to bring the woman to justice. 

In a statement, he said: “This is a positive result for 
the residents living next to this individual and shows 
that anti-social behaviour will not be tolerated. 

He added: “Devon and Cornwall Police are commit¬ 
ted to stopping and preventing this form of behav¬ 
iour and it sends a message out to those individuals 
who act in this way that both the courts and police 
take it seriously.” 

Since moving to Axminster in September last year, 
Mrs Dyson has frequently distressed her neighbours 
with behavioural offences including verbal abuse 
and harassment, a police report explained. 

Shopkeepers have complained about her behav¬ 
iour since December, and police have been making 
renewed efforts to control the problems. 

On July 28th she was imprisoned for 15 weeks as a 
result of a breach of her court restraining order. 

♦ IN A separate incident, police seized a quantity of 
drugs and other materials from a property in the 
Bonners Glen area of Axminster. 

An Axminster man has been released on bail and 
is due to appear at Exeter Police Station in October, 
while enquiries are ongoing.

Council anger over 
community cash 

AN OTTERY councillor has claimed the town 
is being “sold down the river”, as a dispute 
over a developer’s community contributions 
resurfaced last week. 

Councillor Roger Giles made the comments 
during a town council meeting last Monday, 
where members expressed their anger over 
Redrow Homes’ approach to cash donations. 

A recent request by the town council for a 
small percentage of the developer’s open space 
contributions to be spent on urgent repair 
work at Ottery St Mary Football Club had been 
rejected, councillors were told. 

The request - for just £5,000 to repair the 
club’s damaged kitchen roof - could not be 
granted because the terms of the agreement 
specified improvements only to the pitches 
themselves. 

Speaking at the meeting, Councillor Roger 
Giles said he was concerned that the majority 
of the community funds would be spent on 
preparing the town’s allotments for another 
planning application. 


HONITON 

On going battle for 
recycling scheme 

FURTHER delays to the launch of a cardboard collec¬ 
tion scheme in Honiton are set to frustrate recyclers, 
who have now been without a designated drop-off 
point since January. 

And a Honiton councillor is now calling for the com¬ 
munity to start its own pick-up scheme, with delays 
set to continue. 

Tesco removed its skips earlier this year due to 
persistent fly-tipping and problems with mess, and 
East Devon District Council is in the process of plan¬ 
ning a revised collection service. 

In the meantime, efforts are being made to organ¬ 
ise a temporary kerbside collection service to help 
frustrated residents, whose nearest cardboard recy¬ 
cling point is now the waste management facility at 
Sutton Barton. 

But town councillor Sharon Pavey, who is also a 
founder member of local environmental group Tran¬ 
sition Town Honiton, said it was now time residents 
worked to help the group come up with its own so¬ 
lution. 

She said: “We would like to hear from people who 
can help the Transition group develop a community 
solution to recycling cardboard and mixed plastics. 

“It is clear East Devon District Council is not going 
to do anything about this soon.” 

Back in April, Councillor Phil Twiss - one of Honi- 
ton’s district council representatives - said discus¬ 
sions had taken place with some of the “major 
players” in the private sector, with a view to setting 
up a collection service. 

But updating town councillors at a recent meeting, 
he said the scheme was facing further delays. 

He said: “The bottom line at the moment is that we 
think we can do it but there will be some delays. 

“To say I am profoundly disappointed at the mo¬ 
ment would be an understatement, but I will not let 
it go. This is an ongoing battle.”

Beauty spot thieves 

POLICE in Sidmouth have issued an urgent warning 
to motorists that their property may be at risk from 
thieves operating in a string of local beauty spots. 

A number of offences have been recorded in recent 
months, with raiders targeting some of Sidmouth’s 
most popular tourist attractions. 

Thieves have snatched a range of valuable items 
left in parked cars, and officers have been focusing 
on Peak Hill, Salcombe Regis and Aylesbeare Com¬ 
mon in an attempt to shut down the problem. 

Other targeted sites have been identified at We¬ 
ston, Salcombe Hill and Blackbury Camp. 

Police officers are urging visitors to keep vehicles 
locked and windows closed at all times, and to en¬ 
sure that valuable items are not kept on display.

South Street. A male member of the 
group is alleged to have approached the 
man and pushed him in the chest. 

It is understood that the man con¬ 
tacted police but opted against making 
a formal complaint. 

PC Herridge said: “Police have iden¬ 
tified a number of group members and 
are looking at what is known as the 
anti-social behaviour process. 
Appropriate balance 

“Anyone who has experienced anti¬ 
social behaviour and misbehaviour in 
the town is asked to call 101 and ask for 
Ax min ster Police Station.” 

According to Devon and Cornwall 
Police literature, the Anti-Social Be¬ 
haviour and Escalation Policy involves 
a number of agencies and aims to “en¬ 
sure that anti-social behaviour is tack¬ 
led with the appropriate balance 
between support for those who are will¬ 
ing to accept it and swift, effective en¬ 
forcement for those who are not”. 

The process could lead to the issuing 
of anti-social behaviour orders known 
as ASBOs.

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MUCH of recent time at our churches and elsewhere has 
been devoted to the events surrounding the beginning of 
the First World War.

While these events have been ongoing in our own coun¬ 
try, the current news from the Middle East, including the 
so called Holy Land and nearby territories, has been the 
scene of much violence. Canon Andrew White, Chaplain 
at Baghdad, which is linked with Exeter Diocese, reports 
that Christians there are in grave danger - to be echoed 
elsewhere by the Archbishop of Sydney. For all those wish¬ 
ing to give help, it is possible to provide donate to the foun¬ 
dation FRRME, both in the US and in the UK (a registered 
charity) - visit www.frrme.org 

The CofE foreign policy adviser Dr Charles Reed has 
called on the British government to cope with those in par¬ 
ticular trouble who feel abandoned. Sadly, it is noted that, 
as yet, no senior British officer has spoken further on these 
issues. Other Anglicans involved in the area are continuing 
to play a part as far as possible and many more are on hand 
to care for the injured and bereaved and their relations at 
home. Effects and consequences of recent events will, 
however, long be with us, so life goes on and our prayers 
are needed.

St Mary’s churches are as usual during August but there is 
no lunch club at the Salvation Army.

Kilmington marks WWI centenary

THE 100th anniversary 
of the outbreak of the 
First World War was 
commemorated in 
Kilmington with events 
organised by the local 
branch of the Royal 
British Legion. 

Flanders poppies were 
grown by members of 
the Kilmington branch 
by the war memorial 
and for the Common¬ 
wealth Grave in the 
churchyard of the Rev¬ 
erend Edward Botwood, 
first Vicar of Kilmington 
who also served as 
Chaplain to the 4th Bat¬ 
talion of the Devonshire 
Regiment and died in 
1916. 

The branch held a get 
together at the Old Inn 
on Friday, August 1st, during which most of the chat 
was about the Great War and the commemorations 
which were going to take place over that weekend. 

The branch also organised an evening of com¬ 
memorations in the village hall on the Saturday, 
which started with a presentation by six branch 
members on the causes of WWI from the perspec¬ 
tive of the main participant countries, and finished 
with a talk by Dr David Ingles on how he researched 
his excellent booklet “Kilmington at War 1914-18", 
recounting the stories of several families in the vil¬ 
lage affected by the war. 

A supper prepared by branch member Claire 
Dainton was then served to nearly 80 residents and 
£500 was raised for the Poppy Appeal. 

A United Service of Commemoration was held in 
St Giles' Church on Sunday, August 3rd, led by 
branch Chaplain Pastor Darrell Holmes, with a ser¬ 
mon by the Reverend Anne Mills. Branch President, 


retired RAF Gp Captain Brian Lavender, read the roll 
of honour and the chairman, Roger Lovegrove, led 
the Exhortation. The Lesson was read by retired RN 
Commander Stafford Seward and Neville Cromey- 
Hawke read the words of Sir Edward Grey, Foreign 
Secretary at the time: “The lamps are going out all 
over Europe. We shall not see them lit again in our 
time." 

It was a moving service with special prayers and 
readings together with appropriate hymns. The 
collection of £379 was donated to the Poppy Appeal. 

Most houses in the village took part in the na¬ 
tional lights-out campaign between 10pm and 
11pm, showing just one candle in the window. 

The branch now intends to organise a WWI re¬ 
membrance event in each of the next four years, 
covering the various stages of the conflict.
